“Go back a hundred years. Men were travel- 
ing in stage coaches. The steam engine wag just 
beginning its work, There were ‘no telegraph or 
telephone. if ahy man had suggested such a 
thing as wireless, he. would have been investi- 
gated by those that looked after the witches. 

“The New York Central Railroad exhibits now 
its first train of cars; a queer little engine, 
weighing less than the driving-wheels on a .mod- 
ern l6comotive, and behind it ridiculous little 


stage coaches, hung on leather springs, with 
seats inside, outside, in front and in back. 


“What a change only’ one hundred years has 


made. Steam ‘is old fashioned, electricity is

/ “We think of the Dark Ages in Europe with 

horror, and they were horrible. Peasants ,men 
and women) worked in winter with straw wrap- 
ped around their bare feet, livin 
hovels without windows. And when windows 
and doors were made, a tax was put on the win- 
dows and doors, thus enforcing lack of ventila- 
tion and lack of light. 

‘“They passed laws to» prevent “eatMe the 
(bodies of those that had died of the plague,’ 

“We shudder at the horror of life in the Dark 
‘Ages. Thost that. liven then considered them- 
Selves civilized and fortunate, comparing their 
condition with the past, just as we consider our 
selves civilized and fortunate today, lookMg back 
on thése more miserable. : 

“The ‘picturesque’ knights and barons of whom 
‘we réad in history were really highwaymen, ‘hold- 
ing up nd robbing the defenceless, 

“The great heros of war were bloody. villians 
that. killed. thousands: and tens of thousands, 
butchered entire populations of cities—men, wo- 
men and children——leaving countries stripped and 
desolate, thinking that they added to their own 
glory. 

“There was a day when every man you met 
would kill you if he thought he could and 
thought it safe, 

‘A hundred years ago the life we know would 
have been impossible, A thousand years ago con- 
ditiong were so horrible as to be inconceivable 
to us. A hundred thousand, or two hundred 
thousand, years ago our ancestors were miser- 
able creatures, always cold, always frightened, 
always hunted or hunting, killing and eating 
each other, hidjng in caves, terrified in the pres- 
ence if imaginary evils and devils. 

“Yet at every stage, men, such as they were, 
have though themselves just about perfect and 
Approved themselves and patted themselves on 
the b , thifiking what wondersthey had ac- 
complighed, how far they had risen.‘ 

“Tt ia: all very well to pity our ancient ances- 
tors that lived in constant dread of the devil and 
the demon that rode on the storm, or caused 
the thunder, or moaned in the cave. But what
